ARY, 1895. DESIRES TO EXPRESS

Her batiy in then 
flcut to a "nursing mother," who 
takes care of it, while the mother 
payH a small sum every week from 
her own earnings for Its maintenance. 
By coming to Ivy House, hIio avoliTn 
the necessity of uxKoelatlng with wo- 
men of bad character In the work- 
house Infirmary, which would other- 
wise have been probably her only al- 
ternative, and she Is enabled to make 
a. new start in life; and though al- 
ways reminded of her fall by the 
presence of

yot she can profit by tbc lesson 
learned through hucIi shame and pain, 
and go forth to tread the unknown 
future a sadder and wiser girl. 




Ivv House Hospital. 

From the nursery we went over the 
fill various wards. Altogether there 
arc twenty-one beds for tbc patients. 
Ten mirec;", two probationers and one 
Indy-pupil, with Captain Sowton an 
matron, and Major Supsworth am 
mother to nil, form the staff ol t!,e 
hospital. The wards have only from 
three to five beds in each. 

Here again we can find no words 
delicate and yet clear enough to ex- 
plain ltnw the expression of the girls' 
faces tells the thoughts that are 
passing through their minds.

Between five and nil hundred girls 
have passed through since the estab- 
lishment or the Itnternitv Work. 
Some months bacr it was found that 
Ivy House was ton small to deal 
with the number of suitable cases 
-•hich came under the notice of our 
officers; therefore, the work of the 
Rescue Home, jirevl.mslv c.-.-ricd on 
there, was separated from thnt of the 
Maternity Work, and Ivv House be- 
came a hospital only, the women, 
with their infants, being transferred 
to one or other of tlio Hcficuo Homes 
as soon as able to he moved. 

It is hoped in time that the Hos- 
pitnl win lie more or less seU-HUH- 
tamlHg by means of the earnings of 
the nursing Ktnfl, who arc used for 
for work outside. But at present, of 
course, it Is a groat additional ex- 
pense to the already heavHv taxed 
finances of the Iteseue Work."
